I have s^en with 
many former Afrika Id™ mambersy and not one of them has evinced any 
faith in Western promises to defend Germany. Second only to the demnd 
for "unconditional surrencer"y the gravest error oooaittsd in the 
political field has been that of continually changing views regarding 
the line of Westem defense: yesterday the BhiiMy today the Sl^y 
tomorrow the Pyrenees. The reanlt is that now ea^ Qeraon is tzying to 
work out an "arrangement" with the East or with the West.
